to that time had been regarded as 
England's greatest war genius. The 
revelations and criticism 
shocked 


England into quick action. Mr.-Lloyd 
George appealed to the British work- 
men to back up the'British army and 
England became a vast shbp for th« 
manufacture of gu-» and ammunition. 
Meantime Lord Northcliffe was du • 
nqunced on all sides by the British 
Press, hi* newspapers publicly burn- 
ed -in the'streets and his life IB said 
to bare bieji thrEOtsjiB<l. 


Through his newspapers and peri- 


odicals, Lord North'Cllffe had demand- 
ed a more vigorous prosecution of tin 
war. He attacked the government for 
its failure in the Gallipoli campaign 
and in Mesopotamia. 
He demanded 


that conscription be put into effect 
Next be tamed hie journalistic guns 
upon Premier H. II. Asqulth, de- 
nounced the General War committee 
as a 'town meeting" and demanded a 
compact war cabinet. He supported 
Lloyd George in a «->mand for a-ainall 
and efficient cabinet of which Asqulth 
should not be a member. Mr. Asqulth 
resigned) and Lloyd fieorge succeeded 
htm. 


Lord Northcliffe had • pointed out 


that America was wise tn remaining 
out of (the War n*-il Germany forced 
-her to act 
Because of his acquaint- 


ance with American conditions, Lloyd 
George prevailed on him to accept 
his first public office, contrary to hia 
.resolution, and Northcliffe • came to 
the United States ws head of the Brit- 
ish Mission in which he-directed the 
work of some 500 officials and 10,001 
assistants. 


For his services to the government 


in this and other respects he wa, 
made Viscount. 
Returning to Eng- 


land he was offered the post of Ail 
Minister.

,if I maintain my independence and 
am not gagged by a loyalty that I do 
not feel toward tho whole of youi 
demonstration,"'he wrote to Mr. Lloyn 
George. "He denounced the "absurd 
secrecy about the war," which he 
sflid, was still prevalent andxgave 
warning that "unless there is swift 
Improvement in our methods here, 
the United States will rightly take, 
into its own hands the entire man- 
agement of a great part of the war. 
It will not sacrifice1 its/blood and. 
treasure to the incompetent handling^ 
Of the affairs of Europe." 


Viscount Northcliffe, however, ac- 


cepted the post of Director of Propa- 
ganda In enemy countries qnd for the 
remainder of' thfe war directed an 
organization in the nations which had 
agents in Germany and Austria and 
and extensive organization in the na 
tions bordering on them.

Ill During Armistice Signing. 


Lord Northcliffe was ill at the time 


the Armistice was signed. 
His ill- 


ness was diagnosed as due to ade- 
noma of the thyrod gland, for which 
he underwent an operation in June, 
1919, Although he was incapacitated, 
he exerted considerable influence on 
the British government during th: 
Peace Conference at Versailles. 


Pl«ns were made early in 1921 for 


a world tpur. The start was delayed 
until July because of labor trouble, 
involving the publishing industry, 
and a renewal of hbstilitres between 
Lloyd George and himself. 
Lord 


Northeliffe attacked the motives 01 
the Premier, and Marquis Curzon in 
desiring to represent" Great Britaii. 
at the Washington Arms Conference. 
As a result of this attack, government 
news was barred fgom the North- 
cliffe press. Lord 'Northcliffe sailed 
for America defying the boycott. 


During his world tour, Lord J4ortK- 


•cllffc- -occupied 4he_public_attention 
of each country he visited, displaying 
great knowledge of the problems fac- 
ing various nation-. Arriving in New 
York; Jnly^ 23, 19«r, he warmly en- 
dorsed President Hararng's plans foi 
the armament conference^ lit Austra- 
lia he saw a grave danger in that 
country being overrun by Asiatics, 
and in several addiessea revealed an 
intimate knowledge of Australia's nn 
tional problems. Durfng his" tour of 
the Pacific he made R close study ot 
the situation in the Far East, and in 
Hongkong expressed the opinion tha' 
the Ahglo-Jspnncsc Alliance Was a 
bar to its solution. 
He returned to 


London from his tour-in May, 1922. 
In June he was reported to have made 
a tour of Germany incognito. 


World Tour. 


Shortly after the completion of his 


worW tour, differences grew in the 
Newspaper Proprietors' association 
over wage scales! Lord Northcliffe 
criticising certain methods of^ lire 
newer members Of the association 
Ho later resigned. 


In May, 198, dissension broke put 


bctween-^Nerthcliffc and other mem- 
bers of the Associated 
Newspapers 


Ltd., owners Ot the Northcliffe press 
In June, 1932, libel «uits were brought 
against Lord Northcliffe by Sir An- 
drew Caird, vice chairman, and Wal- 
ter G. Fish, a director of Associated 
Newspapers. 


The day on which tho nnnonnoo 


ment of the filinfi of thono suits wns 
made, Northcliffe was'reported t'oTe") 
sufferings from a nervous krcnkdowi 
in Switzerland. 
He was brought 


bark to England several days later, 
and was reported then to be ill from 
ptomaine poisoning. 


Early in July his differences with 


Lloyd George were «ald to havejjecn 
ended and the libel actions brought 
by Fish and Caird were said to have 
been dropped. His health, however, 
continued to grow worse, his ailment 
being diagnosed as due to "unknown 
poisoning." 


In no country, it has been asserted, 


did a man in civil life so constantly 
as Lord Northcliffe occupy the pub- 
lic eye, or labor so consistently for 
his country and it's allies and to 
bring confusion and defeat upon the 
Germans. Of the attitude of the Brit- 
ish people toward him, it has been 
said "they hate him and they admire 
him; but try aa they may, they tun- 
not be indifferent to him." 


At the conclusion of the war he 


and Llorrf George were characterized 
as the "two strongest personalities 
in British life." 


Born in Chnpelirod, Ireland, July 


16,- 1863, Alfred 
Charles WTllinm 


Harmsworth, 
Viscount 
Northcliffe, 


started his career as a subordinate 
editor in a publishing house writing 
answers to correspondents. This sug- 
gested to him a newspapet^catec? 
which he embarked upon by publica- 
tion of a weekly magazine "called 
"Answers." 
Succeeding in this and 


other ventures in publication, he 
eventually founded the London Daily 
Mail, the first London morning'new^- 
per to sell for a half penny.' He is 
said to have been the owner of some 
60 periodicals having a circulation of 
20,000,000 copies. 


In 1888, he married Miss Mary Eliz- 


abeth Mllner, daughter of Robert 
Milncr, of Kindlington and St. Vin- 
cent. 


One of VUcount Northellffe's broth - 


'e'rs was Baron Rothermere of Hemp- 
stead, who with another brother, 
Hlldcbrand, was associated with Vis- 
count Northcliffe in journalism.
